FRENCH ARTILLERY 


FORCES ARE AIDED 


BY THE MAP-MAKERS 


[BT ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


French Front, April. 10.—Accuracy 


and efficiency have been made possi- 
ble for the French artillery by the 
invention of an Instrument that en- 
ables French map-makers to locate 
almost exactly an object within the 
enemy lines which has been 
photo- 
graphed from an airplane. 
In trans- 


ferring a map the photographed ob- 
ject, such say, as an enemy battery or 
munition dump, the margin or error 
s limited to less than five yards. 


This permits the French Artillery to 
pour its shells with

and other enemy organizations. It is 
unnecessary for the gunner to have 
even a distant view of the object he 
is firing at. 
To take a photograph of the enemy 
lines from a French airplane is an 
easy matter but to transfer the objects 
photographed to their exact location 
on a map was for a time extremely 
difficult.

Randolph of this village is in Wash- 
ington' this week, representing the 
university 
extension

the University of Wisconsin at 
the 
National Conference of American Lec- 
turers, which convenes at the national 
capital April S-13. This is the repre- 
sentative gathering or men from' all 
over the nation. 
Three hundred of 
the leading lecturers and educators of 
the United States will be present. 
The conference is arranged by the 
International . Lyceum Association of 
America. 
Tho United States govern- 


ment la back of the movement. Among 
the eminent men who will be present 
and have a part in the program are 
James W. Gerard, 
recently United 
States 
ambassador 
to 
Germany; 
George Creel, chairman" of the com- 
mitteo on public Information; Herbert 
Hoover, head of the 1,'nited States 
food administration; Julia C. Lathrop, 
head of. the children's bureau; Phil- 
ander P. Claxton, United States'com- 
missioner of Education; John Barrett, 
director general of the Fan-American 
Union; Samuel Gompers, president of 
the Amercan Federation of Labor. 
The purpose of the gathering is ex- 
pressed in the official call: "Bearing 
as we do a large share of the deep 
responsibility of molding that public 
opinion which is to sustain the nation 
in war and to determine its condi- 
tions of peace, it is highly desirable— 
indeed, it is necessary—that we as- 
semble in Washington in serious con- 
ference, to hear the great adminis- 
trators of the 
government and the 
most capable students of -world prob- 
lems; to receive instruction and in- 
spiration; and, as far as it is possible 
end wise, to co-ordinate our ideas and 
the messages which -we are to deliver 
throughout the nation." 
Dr. Randolph goes to this confer- 
ence prepared to maintain that "Wis- 
consin is a magnificently loyal state, 
to be depended upon to do her full" 
part in the time of the nation's need. 
ECe can report patriotic service j-en- 
dered by the State University Exten- 
sion department which probably is 
not matched in any other state, and 
splendid response to every appeal in 
behalf of our cause.

HUNS DEPORT YOUNG 


GIRLS TO DO WORK 


With the French armies, March 30. 


(By Mail.)—The latest grip of Ger- 
many's iron hand on Alsace-Lorraine 
is to forco tho women and srirln who 
still remain there to abandon their 
homes and perform manual labor In 
the war zone. 
The system at depor- 
tation and virtual slavery is the same 
as that inaugurated by von Bisslng in 
Belgium and northern Franco. 


According- to letters which have jiist 
reached Fran'ce from the two stricken 
provinces many of theso women and 
girls are now being obliged to dig both 
trenches and tunnels. 


Despite tho rigid surveillance which 
the Germans exercise over the Inhab- 
itants of Alsac-Lorralne, 
the 
latter 


still find means of getting letters Into 
France, usually by way of Switzerland 
which give vivid descriptions of tlw 
regime which the Germans ars notf 
imposing there. 


One of theso letters from Kssy-li>s- 
Nancv and which succc-oded in getting 
through to Oucy in Switzerland, rea-ls: 


••In certain villages the young girls 
are employed in digging: trenches and 
tunnels until we are forced to wonder 
how these unfortunate ones can Keep 
up their streng-th— 
." 


Another letter which got through to 


Epinal deals more at length with the 
manner in which the Germane arc 
practically enslaving the girls and wo- 
men of Alsace-Lorraine. 
This letter 


reads: 


"In Alsace, the Uochos havo Inaug- 
urated the deportation of numcroH* 
women and young- girls into the mil- 
itury zone on tho Kronen front where 
they are forced to work. T^o news- 
papers do not wpoak about tht», But 
rnnroly reprint tho response glvon by 
the German .gov«rnmt't\t 
to Deputy
